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To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Congleton  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
Year  1969. 

Again  there  has  been  a significant  increase  in  the  estimated 
population  which  has  gone  up  from  17,^00  to  18,030,  an  increase  of 
630.  This  was  forecast  in  last  year's  report  in  view  of  the  private 
house  development  taking  place  in  the  district. 

There  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  this 
year  and  no  deaths  have  been  reported.  The  campaign  against  measles 
by  means  of  vaccination  was  seriously  interrupted  during  the  year 
ov/ing  to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  two  batches  of  vaccine  manufactured 
in  this  country  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  reliance  could  only 
be  placed  on  one  source.  This  meant  that  no  appointments  could  be 
made  through  the  computer  with  the  result  that  very  few  children  were 
dealt  with.  This  is  most  unfortunate  as  it  is  expected  that  the 
winter  of  1 970/71  will  see  an  increase  in  measles  and  it  was  hoped 
that  as  many  children  as  possible  could  be  protected  before  this 
occurred.  However,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  stocks  of 
vaccine  have  been  increased  and  it  is  hoped  to  re-start  the 
vaccination  as  soon  as  possible. 

It  was  mentioned  in  the  report  of  last  year  that  the  scene  at 
that  time  was  very  much  dominated  by  the  prospects  of  Local 
Government  Re-organisation.  It  would  appear  now  that  the  direction 
in  which  this  is  going  to  go  is  not  quite  the  same  as  everyone 
expected  consequent  upon  the  Maud  Report,  and  it  may  well  be  that 
here  in  Cheshire  we  will  end  up  with  a well  balanced  system  of 
Two-Tier  Government  with  a considerable  amount  of  delegation  from  the 
higher  Authority.  Indeed  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  happen  so  that 
not  only  will  Local  Government  be  more  interesting  and  more  worthwhile 
to  the  elected  representatives,  but  more  important  still  the  public 
could  get  a better  quality  service. 

However,  the  recommendations  made  in  the  Seebohm  Committee  Report 
have  been  largely  implemented  in  the  Social  Services  Act  and  the 
County  Council  have  appointed  a Director  of  Social  Services  who  will 
take  over  the  functions  of  the  Children's  Department,  the  Welfare 
Department,  and  many  important  sections  of  the  Health  Department.  Up 
to  now  no  one  person  has  ever  been  responsible  for  such  a combined 
appointment  and  in  the  nature  of  tilings  a nev;  Director  will  be 
serving  an  apprenticeship  and  many  aspects  of  his  new  job  he  will  have 
to  learn,  not  previously  having  had  any  experience  in  such  important 
subjects  as  Child  Care;  Training  Centres;  Mental  V/elfare;  Horae  Helps; 
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Physically  handicapped,  and  certain  aspects  of  Housing  Management. 
However,  wo  cannot  go  on  deploring  this  situation  and  must  somehow  or 
other  endeavour  to  the  best  of  our  abilities  make  the  new  set-up 
work  so  that  the  public  who  are  in  receipt  of  these  services  will  not 
in  any  way  suffer  as  indeed  they  might.  It  is  doubtful  whether  they 
will  have  an  improved  service  as  I cannot  myself  see  how  a 
Comprehensive  Family  Service  can  in  any  way  be  divorced  from  the 
health  aspect  of  their  problems.  I think  it  is  essential  that  the 
District  Councils,  or  any  new  Second  Tier  Authority  which  may  evolve, 
should  make  certain  that  they  arc  adequately  represented  in  the 
Social  Service  build  up  and  that  their  Health  Dej^artment,  Medical 
Officer  of  health  and  Health  Inspectors  are  integrated  into  the  scheme. 

Once  again  I must  thank  our  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Kirkham,  and  our  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  Birtwistle,  for  the 
contribution  they  have  made  to  this  report  and  Mr.  Molyneux,  our  Clerk, 
who  is  always  ready  to  give  me  any  help  I require  to  enable  me  to 
carry  out  my  duties.

Child  Health  Clinics 

As  forecast  in  the  report  of  last  year  considerable  changes  are 
beginning  to  take  place  in  the  Child  Health  Clinics,  with  special 
reference  to  Developmental  Paediatrics.  A number  of  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officers  and  General  Practitioners  have  received  courses  of 
training  in  this  new  field  of  work  and  are  beginning  to  operate  the  new 
scheme.  This  involves  seeing  all  babies  at  certain  specified  intervals 
from  the  age  of  six  weeks  to  assess  in  great  detail  the  neurological  and 
physical  development  of  the  child.  Special  equipment  has  been  provided 
in  the  Clinics  for  this  purpose  and  appointments  are  given  for  each  visit. 

We  have  already  found  that  mothers  take  great  interest  in  this  new 
procedure  and  are  anxious  to  garticijjate.  At  the  same  time  we  do  not 
neglect  all  the  other  purposes  for  which  these  Child  Health  Clinics  were 
originally  established,  and  the  feeding  problems  and  other  ailments  that 
develop  during  the  upbringing  of  a child  are  being  adequately  dealt  with. 

We  have  during  the  year  stopped  the  sale  of  branded  foods  at  the  Clinics, 
and  it  would  appear  that  from  the  figures  being  reported  that  there  has 
been  a falling-off  in  the  number  of  attendances.  This  was  to  be  expected 
as  we  knew  that  many  mothers  attended  just  to  buy  the  foods.  >hat  I am  certain 
we  are  now  dealing  with  are  the  special  cases  being  sent  for  under  the 
Development  Scheme  and  mothers  who  are  really  worried  about  their  children 
and  want  Clinic  advice.

Interest  in  building  in  the  Rural  District  continues  - the  larger 
Building  Companies  are  buying,  or  have  already  bought,  all  land  zoned 
for  residential  development.  This  results  in  the  person  who  wishes  to 
build  an  individual  dwelling  finding  it  impossible  to  do  so,  mainly 
because  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  find  single  sites  where  planning 
approval  will  be  given,  unless  the  plot  can  be  classed  as  infilling. 

There  have  been  instances  of  house  owners  selling  off  a part  of  their 
garden  when  there  is  adequate  road  frontage  to  provide  suitable  access, 
and  there  have  been  other  cases  where  old  houses  have  been  bought  (and 
some  not  so  old)  for  improvement  and  virtual  rebuilding.  The  site 
becomes  very  expensive,  but  this  and  the  infilling  plot  appear  to  be 
the  only  ways  in  which  dwellings  can  be  built  in  the  Country  with 
present  restrictions  imposed  under  planning  legislation. 

The  Council  has  helped  in  meeting  this  demand  particularly  at 
Holmes  Chapel  when  the  Brookfield  Drive  land  was  sold  in  single  plots 
for  bungalows  and  houses,  the  purchaser  engaging  his  own  Architect  and 
Builder. 

Council  Housing 

Clare  Street,  Mow  Cop 

Development  by  the  Council  included  a Scheme  at  Clare  Street, 

Mow  Cop,  prepared  by  Consultants,  for  the  erection  of  30  houses  and 
17  bungalows  (commenced  3rd  March,  1969)  including  three  specially 
adapted  for  disabled  persons. 

This  is  the  first  scheme  for  which  the  Rural  Council  has  been  required 
to  provide  street  lighting.  Previously  this  has  been  the  responsibility 
of  the  Parish  Council. 

Sadlers  Close,  Holmes  Chapel 

It  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  Scheme  for  the  erection  of  twelve 
bungalows  in  Sadlers  Close  and  as  a means  of  speeding  progress  (Staff 
being  inadequate  at  the  time)  it  was  agreed  that  a Quantity  Surveyor  be 
engaged  and  by  the  year  end  it  was  expected  that  tenders  for  the  roads, 
sewers  and  bungalows  could  be  invited  early  in  1971* 

Intercommunication  Systems 

The  bungalows  at  Clare  Street  and  Sadlers  Close  are  to  be  linked 
to  a Warden1 s house  by  means  of  a speech  intercommunication  system.  A 
similar  system  is  to  be  provided  for  the  existing  17  bungalows  in 
Clare  Street  and  other  similar  systems  have  been  installed  in  the  flats 
at  Wavertree  Avenue,  Scholar  Green  and  Hermitage  Drive,  Holmes  Chapel 
and  in  the  bungalows  at  Greengate  Road,  Church  Lawton.  The  system 
installed  at  Brookfield  Drive,  Holmes  Chapel  cannot  be  commissioned 
until  the  County  Council  Hostel  is  completed.  The  control  panel  to  be 
installed  in  this  Hostel  and  supervision  will  be  given  by  the  Matron.

Heating  of  Council  Dwellings 


The  Council’s  recent  policy  has  been  to  build  houses  and  bungalows 
with  complete  electric  heating#  The  decision  was  taken  after  considering 
all  other  forms  of  heating  and  is  believed  to  be  very  satisfactory#  The 
new  Clare  Street  properties  have  the  Electricaire  system# 

The  Council’s  decision  regarding  the  fifty  two  electrically  heated 
bungalows  which  were  provided  with  night  storage  heaters  in  1968  resulted 
in  a request  for  similar  arrangements  to  be  made  in  the  bungalows  having 
coal  fires#  A survey  was  undertaken  of  the  remaining  150,  only  79  occupants 
expressed  an  interest.  The  scheme  was  to  provide  two  night  storage  heaters 
one  in  the  Living  Room  and  one  in  the  Hall,  an  immersion  heater  would 
heat  the  water  and  the  ceilings  would  be  insulated. 


T«V#  Aerial  System 

With  the  decision  to  build  "all  electric  dwellings"  it  has  been 
considered  necessary  to  provide  a communal  aerial  system  because  of  the 
lack  of  chimneys.  The  arrangements  have  proved  quite  satisfactory  and, 
of  course,  mean  an  appreciable  saving  to  the  tenants  since  they  have  no 
need  to  provide  their  own  aerial  system#

Stops  are  made  to  inspect  individual  complaints 
which  may  be  made  by  Councillors,  tenants  or  staff  where  a decision  of 
principle  is  required.

Painting 

The  policy  of  painting  Council  dwellings  by  Contract  continued. 

Tenders  were  invited  for  the  painting  of  347  dwellings  on  30  sites. 
Five  Contractors'  tenders  were  accepted,  the  total  tendered  cost  being 
£7803.  13s.  Od. 

Costs  varied  from  £l6.2s.1Cd  to  £47. 15s.  per  house 
and  from  £n.10s£d  to  £45,  15s. per  bungalow 

The  lowest  Contractor  eventually  withdrew  his  tender  and  the  houses 
were  re-let  at  a higher  figure. 
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Maintenance  of  Amenity  Features 

It  became  clear  that  better  machines  having  larger  mowing  capacity 
were  required.  A Ransomes  Triple  was  bought.  This  machine  has  an 
cut  and  it  is  claimed  by  the  Manufacturers  to  be  capable  of  mowing 
6,000  sq.yds.  per  hour. 

The  machine  was  bought  on  the  5th  February,  1969  and  it  has  proved 
its  worth. 

There  was  a change  in  personnel  during  the  year,  the  Estate  Maintenance 
Gardener  leaving  on  20th  June,  1969*  The  gang  remained  at  two,  including 
one  boy.  It  will  need  to  be  increased  if  the  better  service  required  is 
to  be  maintained. 

Gardens  of  Bungalows 

Elderly  tenants  taking  up  residence  in  new  bungalows  are  often 
enthusiastic  about  gardening  but  after  a time  this  enthusiasm  wanes  and 
the  Council  is  then  asked  to  keep  the  garden  tidy. 

The  Council  has  for  a number  of  years  agreed  to  cut  grass  in 
bungalow  gardens  where  the  tenant  is  unable  to  do  this  and  to  enable 
the  staff  to  deal  more  easily  with  the  rear  land  of  bungalows  in 
Mead  Avenue,  Scholar  Green,  the  gardens  were  levelled  and  turfed  at 
the  Council’s  expense.  Other  bungalows  opposite  Nos. 3 ,5 ,71^3  9 had 
been  similarly  prepared  previously  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Car  Parking 

Council  Schemes  which  were  built  during  the  years  shortly  after 
1945  were  designed  at  a density  of  8 houses  per  acre.  This  permitted 
wide  spacing  between  blocks  so  that  vehicular  accesses  could  be  provided 
in  the  future  when  required.  The  Council  built  garages  on  areas  of  land 
within  the  site  which  could  not  be  satisfactorily  developed  for  housing, 
and  it  did  not  favour  individual  garages  erected  by  tenants  while  this 
provision  was  being  made.  Nevertheless,  vehicular  accesses  have  been 
approved  according  to  circumstances  but  on  condition  that  the  expense 
was  borne  by  the  tenant. 

Some  of  the  small  sites  have  no  corners  where  garages  could  be 
built  and  in  two  cases  - Peel  Drive,  Astbury  and  Willmer  Crescent, 

Mount  Pleasant  car  parking  areas  have  been  created  at  the  turn  round 
in  each  cul-de-sac,  but  these  spaces  are  not  proving  adequate  and 
other  provisions  will  have  to  be  made. 

At  Chapel  Close,  Mount  Pleasant  the  Council  demolished  two  cottages 
and  a shop  and  left  open  the  site  as  a car  park.  It  has  proved  extremely 
valuable  for  the  purpose,  but  abuse  of  the  facility  by  heavy  lorries  and 
overnight  parking  is  proving  an  annoyance  to  nearby  residents. 
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Tree  Planting 


Tree  Planting  was  undertaken  on  housing  sites  in  Holmes  Chapel 
(Brookfield  Drive)  and  Church  Lawton  (Greengate  Road).

Betchton  Sewerage 

Malkins  Bank  Sewage  Treatment  Plant 

As  a means  of  improving  the  effluent  produced  at  these  works  a 
temporary  humus  tank  was  added. 

Church  Hulme  Sewerage 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  construction  of  the  new 
replacement  Treatment  Works  was  nearing  completion  and  by  mid  summer  they 
were  commissioned. 

A formal  opening  ceremony  took  place  on  the  14th  October,  1969 • 

Analyses  of  the  crude  sewage  and  the  final  effluent  revealed  that 
"shock  loads"  were  being  delivered  to  the  works  apparently  from  the  two 
works  in  the  Village.  Accordingly,  the  Companies  concerned  were  pressed 
to  implement  the  conditions  of  the  trade  waste  agreements  by  ensuring  that 
the  quality  of  their  discharges  were  within  the  standards  required  as  to 
volume,  rate  of  discharge,  strength  etc. 

Sewage  Works  Manager 

The  works  are  somewhat  isolated  and  being  located  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  River  Dane  at  some  distance  from  the  road,  the  site  forms  a favourite 
vantage  point  for  anglers. 

Some  vandalism  was  discovered  after  several  week-ends  and  it  was  decided 
to  approach  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  seeking  a site  for  a Manager's 
bungalow. 

Church  Lawton  Sewerage 

The  new  Works  at  Snapes  Aqueduct  were  completed  during  April  of  the 
year  under  review.  There  was  no  opening  ceremony. 

The  sewer  in  Congleton  Road  South  was  completed  by  the  County  Council* s 
Contractors  at  the  expense  of  the  Rural  Council.

Goostrey  Sewerage 

The  Attendant , Mr .J0Proudlove , who  had  served  the  Council  for  92  y©ars 
reached  retiring  age  and  left  the  employ  of  the  Council  on  the  10th  April, 

1969. 

The  effluent  produced  at  these  Works  was  satisfactory  but  only  by 
very  careful  maintenance. 

Parish  of  Newbold  Astbury 

No  further  progress  was  possible  during  the  year  in  the  preparation 
of  this  Scheme  due  to  shortage  of  Staff. 

Odd  Rode 

Rode  Heath  Sewers 


The  Contractor  whose  tender  was  accepted  for  the  completion  of  the 
Contract  left  unfinished  by  the  firm  which  failed,  agreed  as  completion 
date  the  1st  March,  1969. 

Somerford  Drainage 

During  the  year  Ministry  approval  was  given  for  the  scheme  of 
sewerage  serving  the  Blackfirs  area  of  the  Parish  and  by  December,  1969 
tenders  were  received.  The  scheme  provides  for  the  laying  of  duplicate 
sewers  in  Blackfirs  Dane  laid  at  the  rear  of  the  properties  so  that 
re-drainage  will  be  un-necessary. 

The  sewers  are  to  be  connected  to  the  sewers  of  the  Congleton  Borough 
Council.  Strict  separation  has  been  demanded  by  the  Borough  Council 
and  the  discharge  is  to  be  metered. 

Twemlow  Sewerage 

It  was  agreed  to  improve  the  small  treatment  works  by  providing 
a new  rotary  distributor  for  the  filter. 

STAFF 


The  Chief  Assistant  died  in  February,  1969  and  the  Junior  Assistant 
left  the  employ  of  the  Council  on  the  13th  May,  1969.  Great  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  finding  replacements  and  none  were  appointed  during 
the  year. 

The  Council  appointed  a Sewage  Works  Manager  to  supervise  the 
Maintenance  Staff.  He  took  up  his  duties  on  the  1st  April,  1969. 

It  was  decided  to  implement  the  maintenance  staff  by  the  appointment 
of  a Plant  Operator/Fitter  whose  duty  was  to  maintain  the  numerous  pumps, 
ejectors  and  motors  which  nov;  form  part  of  the  Council’ s sewerage  plant  and 
equipment. 

A further  appointment  was  that  of  Drainlayer  whose  duty  was  to  examine 
all  drains  and  sewers  laid  by  Building  Contractors  on  their  Housing  Estates. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Although  there  is  a continuing  increase  in  the  population,  it  has  been 
found  possible  to  maintain  a regular  weekly  service  of  refuse  collection 
without  any  increase  in  establishment  - at  present  we  employ  one  Foreman, 
five  Drivers  and  ten  Loaders.  This  has  only  been  possible  by  acquiring  a 
further  compression  tyx^e  vehicle,  a 15/^5  cubic  yard  Norba/Karrier  screw 
compression.  The  Council  new  have  one  Bedford  Crushload  (50  cu.  yd.)  on 
which  maintenance  costs  have  been  very  high,  two  Norba's  (15/^5  cu.  yd), 
one  12  cu.  yd.  harrier  side-loader  and  one  10  cu.yd.  side  loader  as  spare. 

It  has  been  agreed  to  purchase  a further  Norba  which  will  enable  the 
service  to  continue,  I am  confident,  without  any  increase  in  staff. 

The  Council  have  agreed  that  the  Department  should  be  the  subject  of 
"Work  Study"  with  a view  to  establishing  a Bonus  Scheme  in  accordance  with 
the  nationally  agreed  Productivity  schemes,  •“■n  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  has 
been  in  existence  for  many  years  but  was  not  based  on  accurate  Work  Study. 

It  has,  nevertheless,  worked  most  satisfactorily  to  date.  Staff  have 
remained  quite  constant  and  there  were  only  two  changes  during  the  year. 

There  is  a limited  Plastic  Bin  Liner  scheme  in  operation  at  present 
covering  approximately  300  properties  on  newly  developed  sites.  It  is 
thought  that  this  could  be  extended  at  the  time  of  the  implementation  of  the 
Work  Study  proposed. 

A free  collection  service  of  bulky  items  of  house  refuse  is  provided 
and  there  were  approximately  175  special  calls  for  this  during  the  year. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  possible  acquisition  of  an 
additional  three  acres  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  tipping  of  house  refuse 
at  the  Council’s  Depot  and  Tip  at  Arclid.  The  adjoining  U.D.C.  of 
Sandbach  are  expected  to  have  exhausted  their  tipping  land  within  one  or 
two  years  and  it  has  been  agreed  to  consider  offering  them  tipping 
facilities  subject  to  a joint  pre-treatment  plant  being  provided  - 
probably  a Pulveriser. 

The  Council  did  contemplate,  at  one  time,  the  appointment  of  a 
Litter  Warden  in  an  attempt  to  control  the  constant  menace  of  the  deposit 
of  litter  and  unauthorised  tipping.  Such  duties  are  of  a most  unhappy 
nature  and  such  enforcement  is  abhorrent  to  many  people.  Only  persons 
directly  concerned  with  the  problem,  however,  really  appreciate  the 
seriousness  of  it.

A routine  procedure  has  now  been  adopted  tliroughout  the  South  ^ast 
Cheshire  Authorities  where  a herd  reveals  a Brucella  Culture  positive 
sample  result  which  includes  an  automatic  service  of  a Notice  under 
Section  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1959. 
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Nuisances 

The  nuisance  from  the  industrial  waste  previously  reported  is,  at  last, 
reaching  a finality.  Under  threat  from  the  High  Court  of  a rit  of 
Sequestration,  the  ov/ner  gave  the  55  acre  tip  to  the  Council  and  agreed  to 
ay  a sum  of  £12,000  over  five  years.  Since  passing  to  the  Council,  only 
innocuous  waste  on  a very  limited  scale  has  been  received.  A permanent 
man  is  employed  on  the  site  and  maintains  an  industrial  deoeorant  spray. 

A full  investigation  is  being  conducted,  aided  by  the  scientists  from 
the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  at  Harwell,  as  to  the  feasibility  of  its 
reclamation,  possibly  as  a golf  course.  A government  grant  has  been  promised. 

The  whole  unsavoury  experience  which  could  so  easily  have  become  a 
disaster,  graphically  stressed  the  necessity  for  specific  statutory  control 
of  toxic  or  noxious  industrial  waste.  It  is  further  considered  that  the  legal 
responsibility  for  such  control  should  rest  squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
manufacturer  and  not  be  allowed  to  slide  easily  off  on  to  the  wriggling  backs 
of  contractors  who  so  often  have  proved  unscrupulous  and  intangible.

No  Warfarin  resistance  has  yet  been  noted.  An  extension  of  the 
Permanent  Baiting  system  has  been  adopted  with  many  of  the  contracts  held 
by  the  Council.  A monthly  visit  is  then  found  to  keep  rodents  under  very 
satisfactory  control. 

Sewers  were  again  found  to  be  negative  on  test  baiting. 

Water  Supply 

There  are  37  houses  and  farms  in  this  district  who  receive  an 
individual  private  water  supply. 

Mains  water  was  made  available  to  33  properties  at  present  on  a 
private,  entirely  untreated  supply,  at  Moreton.  The  users  were  informed 
that  samples  showed  periodic  faecal  pollution  and  told  that  the  owner  did 
not  wish  to  undertake  extensive  repairs  nor  continue  to  accept  the 
responsibility.  It  was  astonishing  to  find  severe  resistance  to  connection 
to  mains  water  and,  indeed,  criticism  of  the  Council's  act  of  responsibility 
in  protecting  the  interest  and  lives  of  the  inhabitants. 

Notices  have  had  to  be  served  in  nearly  half  the  cases  and  it  could  be 
that  the  work.  of  connection  is  done  in  default  by  the  Council. 

The  following  table  indicates  the  number  of  houses  and  population  on 
mains  water  in  each  Parish.  None  of  these  premises  receive  water  from  a 
standpipe  but  all  have  a supply  direct  to  the  houses  from  a public  water 
main  with  the  exceptions  indicated  above.
